MESSAGE FROM THE SEA. 


A Post-Dispatch Correspondent En 
Route For the Old World. 
Special Cor: espondence to the Post-Dispatch. 

8. S. DEVONIA, ATLANTIC OCEAN, June 5, 
1880.—From away out here in mid-ocean, 
hundreds of miles from any land, my mind 
at last turns tothe New World,which is left so 
far behind me, and to promised letters which 
must be written at once if I would preserve 
the ciear conscience and light beart which have 
buoyed me up for the week past. Something 
bas held me up wonderfully above all possi- 
bilities of earthly annoyance of any kind. I 
‘suppose the conscience and the heart have 
something to do with it, though the chief 
credit is douotless due to the splendid 
Devonia. How I love the dear old 
ship that has turned into a glorious reality, the 
brightest dream of all my life, that of sailing 
away for days and days upon the mighty blue 
waters Which have always had such an irre- 
sistible fascinationfor me! Not a tinge of 
disappointment has clouded my delight, nota 
qualm of discomfort has disturbed my very 
reliable stomacb, not a disagreeable person is 
tnere on beard (though there are some very 
comical! ones). not a disagreeable incident has 
marred the most perfect voyage that ever was 
made from the Western tothe Eastern Hem- 


isphere. 

True, there was a verv seasick set of pas- 
sengers on board the Devonia some three, 
four and five days back, during which time, 


also, the sun scarcely broke through the great 
white clouds which veiled the entire expanse 
of sky, while the wind was strong and the 
waters rouch, causing us whose sea-legs were 
newly-discovered belongings to describe 
many fantastic parabolas in the effort to go 
below to seek the seclusion,’’ ete., While, to 
judge from sights and sounds, the interior 
arrangements of many unfortuuates were very 
similarly affected with geometrical difficulties, 
as was also the crockery and the glassware on 
the tables in the dining-saloon. 

True, also, that ontbe third day out that 
saddest of all sad scenes occurred—a burial at 
sea. But I was not wrong in saying that no 
incident had occurred to mar the perfection 
of our voyage, forthe death of this poor young 
girl, who had shipped in the steerage to go 
hometo her friends in Ireland, there to 
die of the fatal disease which bad 
long since made her its certain 
victim, was only a link which 
birds us closer to thut other life which is al- 
Ways just beyond. She had had every cure 
and attention from the suip’s surgeon, the 
stewards and her fellow passengers, as the 
awe-setricken Women told me when 1 made 
my way down into the steerage that bieak, 
cold morning. ue hours that the small cof- 
fin lay ou the forward deck, shrouded in the 
ag ef her native land, were heavy ones, and 
the occassional thoughtiess Inuchter and chat- 
ter of the cabin passengers who were well 
enough to indulge therein jarred and vrated 
on the nerves of those who could not forget. 
But at 2 in the afternoon the belli tolled slow- 


ly, the passengers gathered from all parts of | 


our little floating world, the sweetly solemn 
service was read by a Boston clergyman, the 
ev. Mr. Bancroft, and the ligut burden 
was slowly lowered into the deep, dark Water. 
It was sad, but it was not dreadful. Many of 


the most painful features of a death on land | 


are wanting from adeath atsea. The slow, 
deliberate, cold-blooded tortures of our mod- 
ern funerals are absent. All that respect and 
affection for the dead can suggest is doue, 
and all the terrible rest is left undone. 

For three days past the sun has shone out 
brignt, beatiful, glorious, just as it did 
througheut the long splendid day when we 
ssited out of New York harbor. The bhori- 
zon-bounded expanse of deep-blue water 
gleams and ripples and laughs up at the arch- 
ing sky, whose paler blue is flecked with deli- 
cate clouds. Sometimes White caps 
dance over the waves in mad 
sport, and again the sea is 
as smooth as glass: but whether the great 
sheets of canvas are spread to tne wind 
above us or not, we keep straight on over the 
ocean toward our destination at the rate, I 
believe, of [00 miles a day. But neither you 
nor I cure for the exact figures. I didn’t give 
ibe latitude and longitude in the date at the 
beginning of this letter, because I knew you 
wouldn't care for it. Euough that we are 
scmewhere on the water, long since out of 
sight of land, three days past the region of 
icebergs—which vour correspondent unhap- 
pily missed seeing till they were in the dis- 
tant hori- on, owing to her habit of comfort- 
ably sieeping till the 8 o’clock rising-bell 
sounds—and expecting to touch ut Moville, in 
Ireland, on Tuesday next, and to land at Glas- 
gow, Scotland, on Wednesday. 

Hoping, should I say’ Well, really, I don't 
feel to hope it, or to wish it; I only expect it. 
if] wereto wish anything, l' afraid it 
would be that we might become another fly- 
ing Dutchman, that this delicious fascinating 
life might go on forever. It is only by resolute- 
jy turning my thoughts to the dear ones at 

can make myseif realize that 
there is, or ever was, any life or any world 
other than just that on board our beautiful 
Steamer. Don’t laugh at my enthusiasm, it’s 
honest, every word of it. If you have been to 
sea and baven’t been seasick, you’ll uader- 
stand the fascination under whose spell lam 

nd. 

borne people? Oh, yes, though they are of less 
consequence than the sea and the steamer, 
But chat isn’t fair, for the brains of the boat, 
without which she would be a mere log of 
wood, is the captain. Capt. Ilugh Young— 
voutbful in appearance as in name, but over

The majority of the first cabin people are 
Tourteans, and a splendid party we are—do 
pardon the apparent vanity, but it is literally 
thetruth. I would never have su that 
such a feeling of perfect friendliness and 
comradeship could have grown up so imme- 
diately among a large party of strangers 
brought together from all parts of the United 
Slates. Maine and California shake the

of politics, religion and caste seem lost, while 
points of sympathy and likeness are discover- 
ed where, in other circumstances, 2 would 
never have been found to exist. The only 
drop of bitterness in our social cup is the fact

on to the continental tour, while others will 
remain to join later parties of Tourjeans and 
go on with them after the Handel Festival 
and the Sunday-school Centennial.

Among other things for our entertainment 
we have a daily paper published on board, by 
Mr. J. I. — 2 an enterprising young 
Englishman whose home has been in Boston 
for the past three years. The Tourjee Tourist 
and Atiantic Daily is a very bright and newsy 


little sheet, and as this is the first venture of 


the kind every made, it is specially intere 
ing. 

But it is time tor the bell to strike to dress 
fordinner. Don’t you believe all the horrid 
things you read about the herculean task of 
making a state- room, toilette. It is as easy 
and comfortable as in your own dressing- 
room at home. Just have plenty of things 
handy in ycur valise and sea- pocket, 
and you can luxuriate to your heart’s 
delight in the cosy little state-room. I haven’t 
sleptso soundly for years as in my narrow 
berth, and the four meals a day that are serv- 
ed tous voracious passepgers seem a smail 
age from each other.

WRECKING A BANK. 


How the First National of Newark, N. 
J., was Done for. 
From the New York Sun, 19th. | 
The facts in regard to the beginning of the 
process by which the First National Bank of 
Newark was first weakened are coming out 
gradually. It was discovered by the bank 
officers several years ago that Dovell,the pay- 


ing-teller, while gambling in stocks, had ab- 
he banks funds to the amount of 


stracted t 
about $100,000. The secret was known only 
to Cashier Hedden, Paying Telier Thos. Do- 
vell’s*successor, President Jabez Cook, and 
Directors Jobn McGregor and J. J. Dickinson. 
These ofticers laid the facis before ex-Senator 
J. W. Taylor, the bank’s counsel, and con- 
sulted him as to what steps should be taken 
to protect the bank’s interests. Dovell had 
gone into the manufacture ofink and mucil- 
age, had large Government contracts, and 
was mabiug money. He undertook 
to turn over to the bank 
all the profits of his business, and made ar- 
rangements to do so. Dovell’s mother and he 
jointly turned over to a director in trust for 
the bank real estate then estimated to be 
worth $50,000, but which did not prove to be 
so valuable. He paid several thousand dol- 
lars to the bank in pursuance of this agree- 
ment; but after he had done all he could, there 
was still a large deficit, and it was doubtless 
on this account that the capital of the bank 
was reduced from $500,000 to $300,000 about a 
year ago. The three directors named saw 
that the bank’s only chance of getting 
back a good share of the money it 
had lost, was by keeping secret the ex- 
tent ot the loss. To ruin Dovell’s reputation 
would be to render bim unable to replace, 
from the proceeds of his business, any por- 
tion of the money. It was therefore resolved, 
with the concurrence of their counsel, to keep 
the transaction a secret even from the other 
directors. Their friends claim that in acting 
as they did the three directors committed no 
indictable offense, and there is good authority 
for saying that none of the directors have 
been indicted, butthat the degree of their 
responsibility for the wrecking of the First 
National Bank will be considered at the meet 
ing of the United States grand jury at Tren- 
ion on Thursday next. 

But, whatever may be the responsibility of 
the directors, the examination of the bank’s 


- affairs bas disclosed the fact that Cashier 


licdden’s stealings bave been at least equal in 
amount to Teller Dovell’s. A defalcation of 
rot less than $100,000 bas been closely traced 
to him. How he got away with so large an 
e mount is a mystery to all concerned. He 
Was alively, rattling fellow, who spent a por- 
lion of every summer at Saratoga, bet freely 
on tbe races there and elsewhere, and 
was a knowing one in French pools. 
The directors were successful business 
men, mostly self-made, but there was 
hardly a financier among them; and it is re- 
garded as marvelous in Newark business cir- 
cles that they shouid allow themselves to be 
cheated out of such large amounts of money 
twice within three or four years, until their 
entire capital stock had vanished. At noon

HENRI ROCHEFORT. 


Interesting Facte About the Great Red 
Republican. 
Paris Cor. New Lors Tribune. 

Rochefort, a great many people feel, is the 
victim of ingratitude and injustice. The men 
now in power were as revolutionary in their 
means ten years 1 he was, but they had 
not the power to w the laughers to their 
side. ictor Hugo’s Chatiments did not 
chastise because the French people did not 
assimilate tothem. The Lanterne penetrated 
everywhere. It ran like wildfire from end to 
end of France. It was as, regularly distrib- 
uted as if there was no Government edict 
against it. Octave Feuillet wrote to Fiaubert 
from Fontainebleau, where he was staying on 
a visit with the Imperial family: The whole 
Court reads the Lanterne. It is the fashion— 
more than the fashion, the rage. Swells 
stick it in the bands of their 
bats as they would a ticket for the Long- 
champs course grand stand, and ladies fasten 
it on the bosom. It is of course red outside, 
and the tint of the cover is analogous to the 
letter-press within. The Empress forgives 
the venom the pamphlet distils for the laugh- 
ter it affords her. Supreme grandeur is 
wearisome and wearies her. She wanteda 
jester with a cap and bells and the audacity to 
thrash ministers and courtiers with his rattle. 
In Rochefort she has found one. The Govern- 
ment was unable to stal d against the univer- 
sal conspiracy of lovers of farce and fun, and 
bas at length made up its mind to join in the 
laughter which M. Rochefort provokes, at 
the expense of the Imperial system.“ 

THE DAYS OF THE COMMUNE. 

Water could no more be kept out of a seine 
placed inthe sea than the Lanterne out of 
France; and as M. Octave Feuillet predicted, 
its success was the destruction of the Imperial 
system to which the orations of the Five““ 
occasioned but small damage. Rochefort 
was not only not in the Commune, but was 
against it. Those squibs of his against Thiers 
were let off to insure his own safety. He 
seemed to approve of the demolition of Thiers’ 
house; and to save the art collection there, he 
recommended thatit shouid be decreed na- 
tional property and sent t-to the 
Louvre. There were improprieties 
articles—oflenses against taste 


and 


kind; and his condemnation by a Military Tri- 
bunal of Bonapartist officers, many good peo- 
ple think, was a disgrace to the Topiers ad- 
ministration. Thiers himself felt that it was. 
But he had not the courage to withstand the 
reactionists of the Assembly, the military 
party round him and his own colleagues in 
the Government, 
Favre, on whom Rochefort, toward the close 
of the siege, had written stinging articles. 
Thiers had recourse to dodges to save 
Rochefort from the fate to which he was con- 
demned by the military tribunal, and he him- 
self told me that be was so convinced of the 
iniquity of the judgment as to have connived 
ata project for enabling Rochefort to escape 
from prison. This project wasto have been 
realized a week after the 24th of May. When 
Thiers feltthus, why should a Cabinet de- 
pending for its subsistence on M. Gambetta 
persist in keeping Rochefort in exile? If MM. 
de Freycinet, Cazot, Ferry, etc., dwell in 
alaces and live on thefatof the land, it is 
ecause Rochefort started his Lanterne and 
braved the Imperial Government, of which, 
when it fell, he was the prisoner. Well edu- 
cated people and the working classes feel the 
injustice and ingratitude of which Rochefort 
is the victim, and sympathize with him. There 
is just now a powerful tide of opinionin his 
favor.

A modiste in Fourteenth street has on exhi- 
bition an elaborate satin gown, whose history 
can be traced, without a break, it is claimed, 
to its original owner and wearer, Queen Marie 
Antoinette. Itis of pale yellow, or rather it 
was, for age has mellowed it toan old gold 
hue; it is richly embroidered in clusters of 
flowers of natural color, which still retain 
their first brilliancy. The unfortunate Queen's 
forndpess for flowers is well known, and the 
models of the pansies and roses and carna- 
tions on this gown might have been chosen by 
ber from the gardens of her favorite Petit 
Trianon. Its asserted genuineness is thus 
made out: During the spring following the 
execution of Louis XVI., January 21, 1703, 
the revolutionary tribunal decreed that the 
furniture and entire contents of the Tuileries 
should be disposed of. The sale continued 
six months, and would have continued much 
longer had it not been legally stopped. Pierre 
de la Reviere, Minister of Foreign Affairs, 
then bought three gowns belonging to Marie 
Antoinette, which passed to his son, who 
went to San Domingo, and fled, during the 
last insurrection on the island, to 
Philadelpbia. The gowns descended to 
his daughter, Mme. Remie Mignot, 
of Charleston, S. C., (granddaughter of Pierre 
de la Riviere, ) who was afterward married to 
M. Ruijes, of that city. Through her the pale 
yellow satin came into possession of her eldest 
daughter, now Mrs. Churehiil, and from her 
the modiste purchased it some months ago. 
It has been very carefully vamped and newly 
put together, so that it preserves, under the 
circumstances, an astonishing freshness. As 
may be supposed, itis the object of the deep- 
est interest to many women, not onaccount of 
its associations, but of its having be- 
longed to a sovereign famous for her 
elegant toilets. If history could be 
studied by and through clothes, how 
many enthusiastic students there would be 
among the other sex, and how wonderfully 
proticient they would become. One of the 
two remaining gowns, a blue one, was given 
to anether daughter of Mme. Mignot, who, 
after marriage, removed to Holland, and it 
was used asacovering for some handsome

Jewish Coins from the Times of the 
Maccabees. 
From the New York World. | 

Among the infinite riches in a little room”? 
which Mr. Gaston L. Feuardent, the anti- 
quarian and numismatologist, displays at his 
rooms in Lafavette Place is a collection 
practically perfect of Jewish coins. He has 
butjust completed it after a three years’ 
search. The collection is chiefly interesting as 
showing how the coins—from the first, struck 
by Simon Maccabus, from 140 to 37 B. C., to 
those coined after the revolts which gave 
Rome powerin the Holy Land—improved in 
artistic qualities. The silver shekels and the 
divisions of that coin struck by the Maccabees 
were 1ude and bore no figures or images, it 
being forbidden by the Jewish religion 
to have images or ‘‘idols’’ on the coins. This 
shekel was the first coined money of the Jews, 
though it existed as a value and was men- 
tioned in the Bible before this time. It was 
upon the coin of Herod-Agrippa, the rule of 
1 @ Be 
D. 100, that the umbrella first appeared. Of 
the coins of the Roman Procurators, those of 
Pontius Pilate are chief. They bore the aead 
of the Emperor Vespasian, and were commem- 
orative of the captivity of Judea. Then fol- 
lowed in order the coins of the second revolt 
in 97 A. D. With these Jewish coins of silver 
and bronze Mr. Feuardent has arranged sev- 
eral gold and silver pieces of the foreign neigh- 
bors of the Jews circulated as money among 
the Jews themselves after their return from 
Babylon. They bear most artistic designs, 
being portaits of the Emperors and figures of 
warricrs on horseback, and show the greatest 
pogsible improvement in artistic. work over 
the early Jewish coins. 


The Advance in Quinine. 
New York Cor. Utica Herald. | 

The recent advance in quinine was due toa 
large orderfrom the Russian Government. 
This led to a rise of fifty cents an ounce. It 
bas since then declined, and an article of sueh 
importance should never be too high for or- 
dinary use. California raisins are a new fea- 
ture in trade, but are not equal to the im- 
ported article. Perhaps they will improve in 
quality, butthus far they are not a success. 
The canned meat business has reached an ex- 
tent which is positively immense. The ex- 
ports during the ten weeks up to the time of 
writing were 10,000 cans per week. What a 
revolution in the means of sustaining life! 
The tendency of the age to such improve- 
ments is one of its most important features. 
Among the recent sensations in business cir- 
cles is the failure of*Schofield, the distin- 
guished iron-dealer, thus showing the effect 
of the recent shrinkage. The boom was too 
deceptive, and, though Schofield then made 
half a million, it has all gone, and more too. 
Such is the result of making money too rap- 
idly. Other effects of the reaction are also 
manifest. The question concerning the price 
of coal is widely discussed. Will the present 
rates be maintained’ “We hope they will 
be,“ says the shareholder, who is anxious for 
a diviaend. The consumer, on the other, 
hand, wishes a different resuit. 


The Gulnare Uuseaworthy. 
Washington Special to Chicago Tribune, | 

The Government vessel Gulnare, which was 
to bave been fitted out and furnished for the 
Howgate arctic expedition, has been declared 
unsafe by the Navy Department. The sub- 
ject was before the Cabinet to-day, and re- 
ports from various heads of bureaus were 
submitted pronouncing the vessel unfit for 
service. This settles tne matter of using the 
Gulnare, so far, at least, as Government 
participation in the expedition is concerned. 
The reports submitted by Seeretary Thomp- 
son to-day state that the Gulnare is leaking 
now, and that her boiler is very defective; 
that her rivet-beads are old and not safe, 
and that it would take a large amount of 
money to fit her for the service proposed. 
Another vessel will probably be tendered by 
the Government for the expedition, but the 
failure of the Gulnare may delay the departure 
of the expedition for another year.

TERRIBLE PARRICIDE. 


An Old Man Shot by His Son After Five 
Years of Vigilance. 
§| Kokomo (Ind.) Dispatch to Ind. Journal. J 

This morning about 10 o’clock Jacob Vogus, 
an old and well known citizen of this county, 
while sitting in Jake Maas’ saloon, was de- 
liberately shot by his own son, James, aad 
mortally wounded. The particulars of this 
terrible affair are as follows: 

Jacob Vogus, the father, is an old and well 
known citizen of this county, living on his 
farm near Russia ville. The son James has, 
tor several years, borne the reputation ofa 
lazy, worthless fellow, and Was regarded asa 
dangerous man. He has frequently said hig 
father had plenty of money, and that he did 
not propose to work. For along time he has 
been the cause of trouble in the family, and 
the elder Vogus has been warned by his 
neighbors that bis son would kill him. It 
seems that Mr. Vogus had himself some fears, 
and for tive years has slept in a room by him- 
self, the doors and windows being double- 
locked and barred. Some two months ago 
James brought suit against his fatner for $750 
for work siuce he became of age, and this vase 
was to have been called this morning. 

At 9:30 this morning Jacob Vogus and a 
neighbor were sitting in the court-room, when 
James came in and spoke to the neighbor—a 
thing he had not done forf years. A few min- 
utes later the father and his friend started to 
Jake Maas’ saloon to take a glass of beer. 
They seated themselves at the table, and the 
beer had just been brought when James made 
his appearance and commenced shooting, the 
first shot entering the left side of his head, 

assing clear through asd breaking the jaw. 

ben the first shot was fired the old geutle- 
man jumped to bis feet, exclaiming, O, God! 
I'm killed!’ The son continued to shoot, 
when oflicers arrived and he was arrested. 

LATER.—In the exeitement the father was 
reported instantly killed. He is, however, 
still alive, and will probably live till midnight. 
The murderer is the youngest son of the mur- 
dered father, and is but twenty-seven years 
ofage. At first be denied having shot his 
father, but, on being pressed, acknowledged 
the horrible deed. He went to jail with the 
officer and offered no resistance. He seems 
perfectly cool and unconcerned about the 
affair. He said he had been crazy over the 
pending lawsuit for six weeks; had bought the 
pistol to kill his father, and had succeeded in 
carrying out his design. He is a man of 
medium heigbt, wears a small mustache, and 
does not look like a vicious man. 

The Kokomo Tribune published an extra 
yesterday, from which is taken the ante-mor- 
tem statement of the victim: 

„My son, James Vogus, shot me. I offered 
to give him land and he refused to take it, and 
has sued me for $700 for work for the year; 
have not had trial. Heswore over and over 
again he would killme. He last threatened 
me afew days ago. He threatened to kill me 
on accountt of the dispute in reference to our 
account. Ile is in his right mind; no defect. 
I intended to raise a barn this spring, and he 
swore I should never raise it, that be would 
shoot me. He never has been affected in his 
mind at any time—it is pure devilmentin him. 
I want bim to go to the penitentiary his life- 
time. He did not say a word to me before he 
began firipg. He shot once and I ran, and he 
shot me again. He came in at Jake Maas’s 
after me and done the shooting there. He shot 
me before Knew he was there. When he 
shot me through the head was the first I knew 
of him being there. He shot me four or five 
times. Ile shot after I fell down as many as 
two or three times.“ 

After this statement had been made, Judge 
©’ Brien, who had been sent for, drew up the 
will of the dying man. 

An attempt was made to interview the mur- 
derer in the jail, but he refused to talk. He 
appears pertectly cool, aud does not seem to 
be affected in the least by his horrible crime. 

In his will the murdered man bequeaths to 
bis two daughters one dollar each, and to his 
son William all the remainder of the estate 
not belonging to the widow. The estate is 
supposed to be worth $50,000, 

After his arrest the murderer declared that 
it was his intention to kill both Mr. Smith 
and Mr. Miller, who have been warm person- 
al friends to his father. The fact that he was 
very much under the influence of liquor at the 
time he shot bis father is probably the reason 
why we do not have to record three murders 
instead of one.

Locomotion in Venice. 
From a Letter to New York Times. | 


I know but two kinds of locomotion in cities 
that are delightful for theirown sakes. The 
first of the two is experienced by most Ameri- 
cans within a few days of their landing in the 
old world. It is a drive in a London hansom. 
You thread the narrow streets at break-neck 
speed, wondering as much at the skill of your 
driver as at the rush and bustle that sur- 
rounds you. The skillofta Venetian gondo- 
lier 18 as extraordinary as that of the London 
cabman, and every other advantage is surely 
on the side ofthe former. For here is no 
jolting, no dust,no mud, no smoke. Here 
are no sordid houses, but dingy — ma · 
jestic even in their decay. The sharp corners 
are turned with a few strokes of the long pad - 
dle. The gondolas never bump and seldom 
graze. I have admired Indian guides as they 
managed a birch canoe, but that was but 
clumsy work beside the delicate steer- 
ing of the gondolier in these 
narrow water-lanes. Indeed, I can never un- 
derstand why the Venetians were not al! 
drowned long ago. I have repeatedly seen 
four or five boys all standing, paddling, or 
sky-larking in what looked like nothing more 
than a small flat-bottomed punt. It is plead: 
ant in tbe canals all the morning, It Is still 
more beautiful on the broad lagoon in the af- 
ternoon. The Venetian fishermen stain their 
sails yellow, red, or green, with broad bande, 
masses of color, stars, or fi These 
bright sails giide about the lagoon or the 
larger canals, and are equaliy beautiful 
whether seen against the blue sky, the green

Death of the Discoverer of Gold in Cali- 
fornia.

For years Gen. John Augustus Sutter has 
been one of the best known of Washington 
characters. He was a venerable man of pow- 
tu frame. His head was massive; his face 
was higbly colored and double-chinned; a 
snow white moustache and short side-whisk- 
ers stood in strong contrast upon his flaming 
complexion; his eyes were keen and dark; 
his nose was straight, and the mouth was 
lrm. His general appearance indicated Teu- 
tonic birth. He generally wore a dark 
blue coat with brass buttons, a buff vest, and 
Eray trousers. His bat was an old-fashioned 
broad-brimmed and low- 
crowned, Ille was the original discoverer of 
vold in California. For years he has asked 
vach successive Congress for $50,000 for his 
services as pioneer in developing the mining 
interests of California and in protecting them 
from English invasion, Often he has been 
pon the verge of success, and then would 
‘cme disappointment.

THE SEA MONSTER. 


Beginning Operations on the Connecti- 
cut Coast. 
From a New Haven Letter. ] 


Henry C. Tunks, John Russell, Julius Fish- 
er and William Johnson took a rowboat 
at Steamboat Wharf early last evening and 
pulled to Savin Rock, the well-known sum- 
mer resort. They reached the Rock at about 
9 1-2 oclock. Phe moon was shining brightly. 
They bathed, and started to return about 
three-quarters of an bour later. A few per- 
sons were bathing along the shore when they 
started, and several sailboats were lying 
becalmed over near the new lighthouse, 
at the entrance to New Haven harbor. 
Russell steered the boat and Tunks pulled 
bow oaronthe return trip. Just after pass- 
ing a long wharf that runs out into the Sound 
for the accommodation of excursion steamers, 
and when about twenty rods out, Tunks says 
that he saw what seemed to be a sand bank. 
He called attention to the object, and the boat 
was turned out toward deeper water, which 


brought it nearer to what seemed to Tunks to 


be rather dark-colored for a sand bar. He 
said to one of his companions that it looked 
black, and he bad no more than said so when, 
according to him and his companions, the 
mass began to move violently, a huge head 
shot up, and an enormous body began to un- 
coil itselt with great rapidity. The boat was 
wit twenty feet o strange o 

It was a terrible sight, said Tunks this 


| 
morning. “There were two sparkling eyes i 

aflathead. From a bi — 8 
three prongs, and from the head came a sort 
of hissing sound. The head was covered with 
acoarse skin. The creature made a dive 
under the stern of our boat, and I could feel 
it dragging along the bottom of the boat for 
what seemed a longtime. The bow tipped 
dowu and partly filled with water. We were 
awfully frightened. I had been about boats a 
good deal,and when the boat seemed to get 
off the animal I told the boys to bale out as 
quickly as possible and we would try to make 
the shore. I said it must be the sea serpent, 
and the quicker we got away the better. 

“I took the oar and tried to pull to the 
shore, the others being too frightened to aid 
me. The serpent kept circling about our boat 
with its head hanging about a foot and a half 
above the water. Besides the hissing noise, 
it made a great splashing noise, just like a 
steamer. I thoughtevery moment it would 
come rightinon top of us. While going 
around it seemed to be watchingus. Sudden- 
ly it started toward deeper water. It moved 
very fast. The tail lashed the water, 
and it seemed to have something like 
a fin On the end of it. The creature 
was about as big around as a beer barrel, and 
Tam sure it was fully 100 feetlong. There 
were what appeared to be scales on its body, 
and they shone in the moonlight. While it 
went one way I pulled as hard as I could the 
other. When we got into about three or four 
feet of water the serpent came towards us 
again at great speed; but, getting into shoal 
water, it turned, swung its long tail, striking 
tLe stern of our boat, and capsized us. We 
waded ashore, and were so scared that we 
could hardly stand up.“ 

Tunks was recently one of the crew of the 
coasting schooner Henrv Sutton, of New Ha- 
ven. He has been on the water since a child, 
and bas sailed around Cape Horn. When 
first seen, he says, the animal was ina coil, 
asa snake might lie on shore. The near ap- 
proach of the boat andthe splashing ef the 
oars seemed to arouse its anger. Russell, 
Fisher and Johnson confirmed all that Tunks 
said.

This 
young man is the nephew of the Sage of 
Deerfield. Heis justthe right age. At 
the last election in New York State he was 
chosen Surveyor-General, running far 
ahead of every man on his ticket. 


Mr. SEYMOUR has placeda letter of abso- 
lute declination in the hands of Dr. Miller, 
the great Tilden striker of Omaha.

LEGAL ADVERTISING. 

Business men and litigants in St. Louis 
should, for their own protection, thorough- 
ly understand the consequences of the 
recent decision of the Supreme Court of 
the State in the suit for mandamus brought 
by John R. Lionberger, assignee of the 
Broadway Savings Bank, agaist Margaret 
Tolle. The Broadway Savings Bank 
was one of the creditors of the estate 
of John F. Tolle, of which Margaret 
Tolle is executrix, and the estate is 
now passing through the Probate Court. 
An order of saie of real estate to pay 
debts was made by the Court and the 
executrix required to give notice of the sale 
by advertisement as required bylaw. The 
Circuit Court, in pursuance of section 320 
of the Statutes, had awarded the legal and 
other advertising of the city of St. Louis to 
the Post-DISPATCH as the lowest and best 
bidder for the public printing, thus con- 
stituting this paper the official journal of 


the city for this class of notices. Mrs. 
Tolle, however, being over-persuaded, re- 
fused to advertise the sale in the Posr- 


Disrpatcu, but did advertise it in a publi— 
cation known as the 2?epublican. Knowing 
that, under the law, a sale thus made 
could not perfect and 
to protect the interests of the creditors of 
the Broadway, Mr. Lionberger brought 
suit as stated above against Mrs. Tolle to 
compel her to advertise the sale in the 
Post-DIsPpaTcn. 

The Supreme Court, after reviewing the 
facts in the case, held that it could not is- 
sue a Writ of mandamus against an execu— 
trix, Who was amere trustee administering 
a private trust, as she could not be pro- 
ceeded against in this way, and as the Pro- 


be a one, 


bate Court had ample authority to compel | 


her to perform her duty under the law the 
writ was accordingly refused. The Court, 
however, knowing that this proceding was 
brought to test the constitutionality 
of section 320 of the statutes, under which 
the Post-DispaTtcH was made by the 
Judges of the Circuit Court the official or- 
gan of the city of St. Louis, while declin- 
ing to grant the particular relief 
demanded, placed itself on record un- 
mistakably as holding the statute in ques- 
tion to be binding in law and in common 
sense, which, after all, is the foundation of 
alllaw. After stating that an early deci- 
sion by the Supreme Court on the consti- 
tutionality of section 320 was a matter of 
public concern, Judge Warwick Hough, 
who delivered the opinion of the Court, re- 


viewed the objections, which are 
altogether technical in nature, and 
which he disposed of in a very few 


words. He held, and all of the Judges con- 
curred in the opinion, that the statute is 
clearly constitutional and that the interests 
of justice are directly preserved by it. The 
quibble that the Circuit Court in general 
term has no right, under the Constitution, 
to perform such a function as designating 
the official organ of the city of St. Louis is 
very briefly settled py the words of the 
Constitution of Missouri itself. As far as 
the Supreme Court of this State can settle 
the question of the public printing it is now 
settled, and it is to be hoped that 
after so thorough a demonstration 
of the rights of the Posr-Disrarek no 
further useless litigation will be stirred up 
in the matter. The decision of the court is 
printed in full on the seventh page of this 
issue for the benefit of attorneys and all 
interested parties. To have any of the ef- 
fects of a legal advertisement, to com- 
ply with the terms of the stat- 
ute when the statute requires pub- 
lic notice of anything to be made with- 
in the corporate limits of the city of St. 
Louis, such notice must be given to the 
public through the columns of this paper 
to be legal and binding. This is the law in 
the case, and Judge Hough is no less clear as 
to the common sense. In a city as large as 
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St. Louis, where there are so many papers 
and so many facilities for fraud, an adver- 
tisement could be hidden away and obscur- 
ed so that, while the color of law might be 
given to the transaction, there would cer- 
tainly be no justice in it. The public 
good, justice, the statutes and the Su- 
preme Court of Missouri all declare that 
there must be but one channel through 
which the public announcements of the 
city of St. Louis travel, and they all point 
to the Post-DIspaTcu as the official dis- 
seminator of that intelligence. 


Mr. SAMUEL J. TILDEN, of Gramercy 
Park, better known as The Claimant, has 
placed in the hands of the New York dele- 
gation to the Cincinnati Convention, a let- 
ter which is accepted in some quarters as 
a relinquishment of all claims on the Dem- 
ocratic party, but which is, in fact, a 
shrewd, cunningly-constructed bid for a 
renomination. This letter, which is in real- 
ity an autobiography, hastily sketches the 
life, public services, sufferings and wrongs 
of Samuel Jones Tilden, and ingeniously 
appeals to the sympathy of the party at 
large. It contains every argument in be- 
half of Tilden’s renomination that has been 
formulated by the newspaper admirers of 
this distinguished gentleman during the 
past four years. The declinatory period 
of his letter, barring a reference to inca- 
pacitating age and ill-health in the final 


clause, is found in this paragraph: 


I have withheld no sacrifice and neglected 
no opprtunity to uphold, organize and consol- 
idate against the enemies of representative in- 
stitutions{the great party which alone under God 
can effectually resist their overthrow. Hav- 
ing now borne faithfully my full share of labor 
and care in the public service and wearing the 
marks of its burdens, I desire nothing so much 
as an honorable discharge. I wishtolay down 
the honors and toils of even quasi party lead- 
ership and to seek the repose of private life. 
ln renouncing renomination for the Presi- 
dency, I do so with no doubt in my mind as to 
the vote of the State of New Tork or of the 
United States, but because I believe that it is a 
renunciation of re-election to the Presidency, 
To those who think my renomination and re- 
election indispensable to an effectual vindica- 
tion of the right of the people to elect their 
rulers, violated in my person, I have accorded 
as long a reserve ot my decision as possible, 
but I cannot overcome my repugnance to en- 
ter into a new engagement whichinvolves four 
vears of ceageless toil. 


It will be observed that this is neither 
severe nor emphatic. There is nothing in 
it to prevent an acceptance in the event 
that the party, moved to pity and touched 
by the recitals of Mr. Tilden’s sufferings 
and sacrifices, should decide through its 
representatives to force the nomination 
upon him. We trust, however, that he will 
be taken at his word and consigned at once 
to the limbo of the political boneyard. 


Mr. CURRIF, the drunken ruffian who 
fiendishly murdered the actor, Ben Porter, 
at Marshall, Texas, a year and a half ago, 
was acquitted on Saturday night by a jury 
of his peers after a solemn deliberation of 
fifteen minutes. The jury had no doubt 
but that Mr. Currie entered a lunch room 
where this inoffensive person was sitting 
with a brother and sister professional; that 
he wantonly insulted the lady and then bru- 
tally killed Mr. Porter because he chival- 
rously'protested ; but the fact that Mr. Cur- 
rie had been drunk for a week and had been 
itching to kill somebody touched their 
hearts and they held him unaccountable for 
his act on account of insanity. This mock- 
ery of justice is a disgrace to our civiliza- 
tion.

Emigration, 
capital and travel will shun a State where 
justice is dead and where popular senti- 
ment is unable to protect strangers or pun- 
ish their slayers. This trial marks a period 
of retrogression in Texas. The hands 
have been turned back on the dial. 


CERTAIN Republican newspapers are 
publishing a defense of Garfield’s Credit 
Mobilier transactions made by that emi- 
nent Democratic lawyer, Judge Jerry 
Black, at the time of the Poland investiga- 
tion.

Cremation isa clean 
and inexpensive way of disposing of cadavers, 
but, in this Western country, where burial 
grounds are abundant’ and roomy and fuel 
scarce, the ancient system is not likely to 
jump into favor. It may be laid down as an In- 
disputable proposition that persons who vege- 
tate for along while in a community without 
being of the slightest service to it owe a debt 
to society which they can best discharge by 
permitting their bodies to be used for fertiliz- 
ing purposes. Toa certain extent crema- 
tion interferes with the enrichment of the

soil. The body, consumed in a retort, passes 
away in gases, enters the great laboratory of 
nature and may serve to nourish an apple tree 
thousands of miles distant from where it ob- 
tained its growth. This is not fair. One draw- 
back to cremation is that the majority of 
people who advocate it and who arethe most 
solicitous about the disposition of their bod- 
ies after death are of the class least given to 
the care and preservation of the same in life. 
If people will lead industrious, careful, accu- 
mulative lives, we will guarantee that the 
pubic will make such disposition of their re- 
mains after death as will be entirely satis- 
factory to them.

The hotels and boarding 
houses are full of people who came here to 
nominate a President, but thereisno one of 
the surging, perspiring mob that works its way 
into a hotel and out by the side entrance, 
pausing at the bar room, that will name the 
nominee. There are all kinds of men here; 
Tilden, Hendricks, Thurman, Jewett, Ran- 
dolph, Randall, Payne, McClellan, Morrison, 
Field and Bayard. They are running about 
through the streets, wearing the badges of 
their favorites. At intervals men come 

STRUGGLING AND STRAGGLING 
over the rough boulder pavements of this city 
bebind blatant brass bands, carrying the ban- 


ner of a favorite son and splitting space 
with the pandemonium of their 
vells. A body of young men 


from Philadelphia called the American Club is 
particularly conspicuous. It parades with 
frequency and upon the slightest provocation, 
It numbers about 400. The club was organized 
in 1867, and went to New York in behalf of 
Seymour in 1868.

These ponds have been stocked with carp, 
and Mr. Cooper is now experimenting suc- 
cessfully with this valuable fish, and has suc- 
ceeded beyond measure. Last winter he re- 
ceived forty young carp from the Fish Com- 
missioners at Washington. Since they were 
placed in the ponds the carp have grown 
very rapidly, and now weigh 11-2 pounds 
each, and it is expected by next 
spawning secson they will each weigh 
at icast4 lbs. The introduction of this new 
food fish is asubiect of great importance to 
ail iniand communities, for there is no ditch, 


pond, miil-dam or any boggy, muddy spot 
which can be converted into a pond in which 
they will not thrive.

carp will probably become as common domes- 


tics animals as ducks or pigeons. The carp 
belongs to tbe family of the Cyprinidax, mem- 
bers of which are to be found in every stream 
and pond in North America. The carp, how- 


ever, is king of his tribe, and those who know 


do not hesitate to say that as food-fishit far 
excels the best of them. A well-known 
authority says: “In Paris, Berlin aud Ham- 
burg, in spite of an abundant supply of differ- 
ent salt and fresh water fishes, the carp is al- 
Ways preferred to these, and, with the ex- 
eeption of the trout and salmon, it frequently 
commands a pricetbree times as high as thai 
of all the rest.’’ Artificial culture, continued 
through many centuries, has developed in the 
carp a number of varieties as strongly marked 
as those of sheep, dogs, pigeons or other do- 
mestic animals. They are dividedinto three 
groups: The scale carp, which most closely 
resemblesthe original form, having scales 
like ordinary fishes, and has four thread-like 
appendages or barbels under the chin; 
the mirror carp has extraordinarily 
large scales, Which run along the side of the 
body in tbree or four rows, the rest of the 
body being bare, and the „leather“ or “‘nak- 
ed carp,“ which is almost destitute of scales, 
having only a few along the line of the back, 
and has a thick, soft skin, which is velvety to 
the touch. Both the latter varieties are said 
to be much superior to the scale carp, which 
is best known, in flavor, hardness and adapta- 
tion to confinement. A claim has been made 
that carps were introduced into America, and 


particularly into the Hudson Riv- 
er, many. years ago, but this 
is quite unsubstantiated. The carp 
has other and strong recommendations. It is 


ofall fish the most readily propagated and 
reared. It has been domesticated in Europe 
from time immemorial, 
HAVING BEEN INTRODUCED 

meny centuries ago from Central Asia or 
China, where it is native. Carp soon become 
tame and eat from the hands of their keeper. 
Dr. Hessel handles those in the Government 
ponds as if they were tame kittens, and says 
that they come to him when he whistles. 
Their fecundity is great. A fish weighing 
four or five pounds lays 400,000 or 500,000 


or more eggs, and one of ten or fif- 
teen pounds about 1,500,000. In middle 
Europe they spawn from May to 


August,and the breeding season appears to be 
nearly the same in Wasbington. Ia 18d) they 
epawned here from vine to September. The 
eggs are sticky and cling to plants and twigs, 
hatching infrom nine to eighteen days ac- 
cording totemperature. The actual rate of 
increase is very great, owing, in part, tothe 
fact that the parents do not devour their 
young. The 120 fish brought to Washington 
two years ago have increased to at least 20,- 
000. It is thus able to populate a body of 
water to the fullest extent and, un- 
like the majority of American 
food fishes, their diet is largely 
vegetable. By means of these habits they are 
harmless to other fishes inhabiting the same 
waters. Thecarp is adapted to very varied 
climates and will thrive under conditions un- 
favorable to any equally palatable American 
fish. It is very hardy in all stages of growth. 
In Silesia puddles two or three feet deep in 
the villages are used for raising two-year-old 
carp for stocking distant waters. In Europe 
— are alwavs taken to market alive in 
tanks or barrels, and ifztbey are not sold re- 
turned to the water alive at the end of the day. 
In cold climates they protect themselves 
from freezing in winter by retiring in 
groups of 50 to 100 or more into centers in the 
muddy bottoms called ‘‘kettles,’’ where 
they pass the time till spring huddled togeth- 
er in concentric circles withtheir heads to- 
gether, the posterior part of the body raised 
and held immovably, scarcely lifting the gills 
for breathing, and without taking a particle 
of food. This abstinence and torpidity lasts 
in cold countries six or even seven months, 
and thus they can live out a very vigorous 
winter. Its growth is very rapid. The nor- 
mal weight to which the carp may attain 
in three years in Europe is an average of three 
to three and three-fourths pounds. 
The Washington carp, four summers old, 
now weigh nine or ten pounds. 

THE INTRODUCTION OF CARP IN AMERICA, 

In 1876 Prof. Baird, U. S. Commissioner ot 
Fisheries, baving for a long time understood 
the importance of acclimating the carp in this 
country, engaged an eminent German fish 
culturist, Dr. Rudolph Hessel, to bring over 
a supply of the best varieties of this favorite 
European food fish. ‘The first experiment, in 
May, 1876, was unsuccessful, and out of the 
300 with which he started only four survived. 
Another unsuccessful attempt was made in 
December of the same year, and seven 
more were brought from Hungary, a 
large number having died on the passage. In 
May, 1877, Dr. Hessel returned from a third 
trip, bringing to New York 345 young carp, 
227 of which were of the varieties known as 
the “‘leather,carp” and mirror caro“ and 
118 of the common or scale carp.“ The U. 
8. Fish Commission was not ready to receive 
them and they were placed for a time in ponds 

repared for their reception in Druid Hill 

"ark, Baltimore, under the superintendence 
of Major T. B. Ferguson, Maryland Commis- 
sioner of Fisheries. Here they throve and 
increased rapidly in size, and in May, 1878, 
120 were removed to the Government 
carp ponds built for them on the 
Washington Monument Reservation in the 
City of Washington. Now there are over 20,“ 
000 carpt in those ponds, and the country is 
being gradually stocked therefrom. 

COOPER CONFIDENT. 

Mr. Cooper is enthusiasticin the belief that 
his experiment will be a complete success. and 
that in 4 brief time he wili be able to supply 
the surrounding country with the greatest 
abundance of carp. His place is exceedingly 
Well adapted for fish-breeding, the farm being

There is no abatement im the excitement over 
tbe miserable manner in which the census has 


been taken. Complaints of omissions are re- 
ceived by the score, and the general feeling 


Lepervading all classes of citizens is one of in- 


tense disgust and indignation at the wretched 
‘bungling which has characterized the working 
of the local census bureau under the direction 
of Mr. C. E. Salomon. The incal 
culable injury which would be wrought 
tothe material interests of St. Louis by the 


publication of such a census as the one taken 
is asserted to be has effectually aroused the 
merchants, business men and others to a lively 
appreciation of the vital importance of secur- 
ing reliable statistics. Unless Maj. Salomon 
can give trustworthy assurances that he will 
remedy ali his shortcomings ot omission and 
commission and prove that he can and will 
have a correct census taken, measures will 
be at once inaugurated in another direction, 
looking forward toaremedy. A strong pres- 
sure will be brought upon the Gov- 
erninent at Washington for the removal 
of Maj. Salomon and the appointment 
ota thoroughiy competent man. It is also 
probabie that a public meeting will be called 
inaday or two in order to ventilate the sub- 
ject fully. Meanwhile the citizens are anxious- 
iv awaiting Major Salomon’s action. ile 
must convince them that all omissions and 
mistakes shall be rectined, and that the census 
shall not be reported until it hus been correct 

ly taken. The Government has granted him 
an extension of time, andif he has the ability 
he may yet be able to remedy the work of his 
blundering, careicss and negligent subordin- 
ates. 

A CANDID ENUMERATOR. 

While flitting about among the anxious poli- 
ticians who had assembled early yesterday 
morning to discuss and forecast the possibie 
result ot the Cincinnati Convention, a report- 
er ot the Vost-DISPATCH unexpectedly ran 
across one of the numerous census takers w 
are now being called to tusk for 
giving St. Louis a position among the cities of 
the country almost as low down in the scale, 
in the line of population, as Cincinnati. This 
candid enumerator, who wasin a proper con 
dition to give full vent to his sentiments, gave 
the reasons that had caused the enumerators 
to neglect their work, and asserted that there 
was no denying the fact that a large portion 
of the population had been entirely ignored. 
lie saiuthat he had been delegated to canvass 
district 64 between Victor and Arsenal streets, 
and that he had made aperfect enumeration, 
but would not file his returns with the Super- 
visor for three days. According to bis esti- 
mate, St. Louis ought to be 
credited with a population ranging allthe way 
from between four hundred thousavd and half 
a million souls. Mary of the enumerators had 
neglected totake the names ot babies, and 
others had paid no attention whatever to per- 
sons who have recently locatedinthecity. At 
this point the reporter asked him what had 
induced this almost universal negligence 
among the enumerators, when he very 
promptly replied; ‘‘You see, my friend, the 
law under which we were appointed provided 
that we should rsceive $4 aduay and no more; 
that we should work fora period not to ex- 
ceed fitteen days and be paid at the rate of two 
cents a head. According to this law he 
muintained that most of the enumerators, as 
soon as they had succeeded in enrolling 200 
namesin any single day, consider their task 
finished tor the time being, so far as their pay 
was concerned. 

He believed it to be bad policy to make la- 
boramere matter of conscience in a warm 
climate, and attributed the outrage the city 
bas suffered to the low and unscrupulous 
enumerators. He closed his remarks by as- 
sertingthatSt Louis contained over 400, 000 
souls ifit contained asingle man. 


More Complaints. 
HOW THE WORK IS DONE, 
Sr. Louis, June 20, 1880. 
A census enumerator called at the store in 
which I sleep and asked if any families lived in 
the building. On being told no he started out, 
when I called him back and asked him what he 
wanted. Hestated his business, and I gave 
him my own and my room-mate’s name.There 
are hundreds of places where he could ask if 


any families lived ana be told no, and yet sev- 
eral persons sleep inthe building. And no 
doubt thousands have been missed in this way. 
The man that called at my place had very little 
idea ot his duties, and if he asked the same 
question at other business houses his list is 
doubtless very impertect. Every block should 
be gone over again. Yours, B.
